Claims 10-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections, 

set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 

any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Jean-Frederic shows a four port coplanar coupler (Fig. 4) further comprising 

adjacent ground planes but does not show, teach or suggest a termination (e.g. 

directional coupler) or changes in spacing between the longitudinal center conductors. 
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Tsai shows an interdigitated "Lange" coupler but also does not show, teach or 
suggest a termination (e.g. directional coupler) or ground conductors boardering the 
outside of each center conductor where the ground plane of Tsai is located on the 
bottom of the substrate, nor would it be obvious to combine the prior art of record thus 
the claims are allowable. 

Claims 10-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections, 
set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Perak shows a three port divider.
